Starving and famine 
stricken, convinced of the ultimate 
triumph of the American arms and 
without faith in the protection of the 
Spanish soldiery, the people are be­ 
lieved to have determined to leave their 
houses in ashes behind them and seek 
safety in the mountains of the north.

It is also stated that tile Spanish gun­ 
boat at Caimanera has been loaded 
with inflammables aud will be burned • 
w ith the city, her commander declaring 
that she will never become an Ameri­ 
can prize. 
The scouts also say that Spanish sol­ 
diers are in almost as complete a state 
of panic as are the civilians, and that 
they could easily be induced to sur­ 
render. Some of the prisoners taken 
by the marines also say that they be­ 
lieve the Spanish toops are on the verge 
of surrender owing to the lack of food. 
Captain McCalla of the cruiser Mar­ 
blehead and Lieutenant Colonel Hunt­ 
ington, in command of the marines, are 
not so sure, however, of the reported 
Spanish rout. They received informa­ 
tion that a general attack by a force of 
3,500 Spanish soldiers aud guerrillas on 
Camp McCalla is contemplated within a 
night or two. 
Every preparation was 
made last night for an expected assault. 
When the Associated Press dispatch 
boat Dandy arrived in Guantanamo 
harbor the hills about the marine camp 
were billiant under the shifting rays of 
the searchlights of the Marblehead, 
Dolphin and Scorpion and the marines 
were lying in the rifle pits at the guns 
ready and anxious for battle, but the 
night passed without the firing of a 
shot. The same watchful care was ex­ 
ercised today, as Captain McCalla is 
convinced that an attack is likely ta oc­ 
cur at any moment. 
The Iowa joined the fleet here this 
Inorning, and later the admiral came 
aver on the flagship to inspect the forti- 
cations aud confer with Captain Mc­ 
Calla and Lieutenant Colonel Hunting­ 
ton. 
The coast in the vicinity of Guanta­ 
namo is dotted with the bright hued 
Cuban flag. Numerous camps of the 
insurgents which have beeu established 
along the beach between Santiago and 
this place are used by the admiral as 
means of communication with the Cu­ 
bans in the interior. The aid which 
these men have given has proved highly 
valuable to the Americans. 
Another body of five Spaniards were 
captured yesterday by Ensign A. A. 
Pratt of the Marblehead while cruising 
in a steam launch. They were in a 
sloop. 
There was a brief bombardment of a 
blockhouse up the bay by the batt leship 
Oregon yesterday and it is believed that 
during the firing at least a score of 
Spaniards were killed. Scouting par­ 
ties report that the blockhouse was com­ 
pletely destroyed, but that they were 
unable to discover any bodies, the re­ 
mains of the soldiers who had been 
killed probably having been carried off 
by their comrades. 
Late this afternoon the flagship New 
York returned to the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The marines are growing very rest­ 
less owing to the delay in the arrival of 
the reinforcements of the troops, but it 
is generally believed here that the trans­ 
ports will reach Santiago not later than 
Monday.

careful inspection of the fortifications 
along the crest of the hills defending 
Santiago harbor since the bombardment 
Thursday morning 
shows 
that the 
American gunners spread wreck and 
ruin everywhere. Some of the batteries 
were demolished beyond repair. The 
vultures, which circled on level wings 
over the hills as thiok as swallows 
around a chimney for hours after the 
firing ceased, furnished gruesome evi­ 
dence of the fatality among the Spanish 
soldiers. 
Hundreds of troops could bo 
seen from the ships digging in mounds 
of earth piled up by the explosions of 
the projectiles from the heavy guns for 
bodies, while their heads were fanned 
by the wings of the black scavengers of 
the battlefield. 
There were two spots, one on the east 
and the other on the west of til© harbor 
entrance, which were denuded of the 
foliage. 
The hilltops seem literally 
blown away. These marked the places 
where the 200 pound charges of gun 
cotton, blown by the Vesuvius, lauded. 
But the most ominous token of death 
flew from Morro castle. Tho saffron 
flag of Spain was half-masted for sev­ 
eral hours. The significance of this is 
not kuowu. It is not customary to half- 
mast flags, but possibly some Spanish 
leader was killed by the heavy fire of 
our guns, though some officers of the 
squadron believe that the flag was half- 
masted as a notification to the Ameri­ 
cans that Lieutenant Hobson and his 
brave men were dead. If such is the 
case they must have been wantonly 
murdered. The Spanish might seek to 
lay their death to the bombardment, 
but not a shot from the American ships 
struck the fortress. 
Neither Admiral Sampson nor Com­ 
modore Schley believe that Lieutenant 
Hobson ana party have been killed. We 
have prisoners taken at Guantanamo, in­ 
cluding a lieutenant, besides a number 
in the United States for reprisals or ex­ 
change. 
There was evident 
demoralization 
among the Spanish troops during the 
bombardment. Officers could be seen 
with drawn swords driving the men to 
the guns, but even then they could not 
be ford'd to stay so long as our guns 
were directed at them. The 15 minutes* 
night work of the Vesuvius had shat­ 
tered their nerves. 
It is believed by some that the 18-inoh 
projectile fired from the Texas, which 
was reported to have exploded the pow­ 
der magazine in one of the western bat­ 
teries, aid not fall in the battery, but 
went beyond and blew up one of the 
ships in the harbor. 
A dramatic incident of the bombard­ 
ment was the act of a Spanish officer, 
who bravely ran along the parapet 
under a heavy fire encouraging his men 
to stand by their guns. Shot and shell 
rained about him and after one terrific 
explosion he was seen no more aud the 
P 
arapet had disappeared. 
He could not 
ave escaped death. 
From the foretop of the Brooklyn, 
2,900 yards distant, the men in the 
grounds could be noticed, but a minute 
later dust and flying debris would take 
their places and when the smoke cleared 
away only a spot of red earth could be 
seen—guns 
and 
gunners had been 
swept away. It was the most deadly 
aud destructive bombardment of the 
war thus far. Scarcely a shot from the 
big guns of the squadron went astray. 
The aim of our gunners was superb aud 
not only were the coast forts annihil­ 
ated, but the batteries on Cayo Smith 
up the harbor were destroyed. 
The horizon is eagerly and inqiatieut- 
ly scanned for a glimpse of the long ex­ 
pected transports. The delay in their 
arrival is inexplicable, as much favor­ 
able weather is be ing lost and the hur­ 
ricane season is due in less than 80 
days. Meanwhile from Kingston and 
Port Antony came reports that large 
quantities of supplies are being smug­ 
gled into Cuba.

R eported A ttem p t of a Spy to E xplode 
the M agazine. 


V ic t o r ia , B. C., June 20. — The 
steamer Miowera brought the following 
from Honolulu, dated Jane 8: 
The Hawaiian Star of June 3 pub­ 
lishes the following story regarding an 
attem pt to blow up the United States 
ship City of Pekin while that vessel 
was in port here. 
An enlisted man, it is said, was caught 
in the act of arranging a fuse connec­ 
tion with the magazine. 
The maga­ 
zine contains 400 tons of powder and 
had been guarded closely. The dastard, 
it is said, is now under the closest 
guard, and when the Peking gets out 
on the high seas will be hanged at the 
vard arm. 


W a s h in g to n , Juno 
20.-—The 
Ha­ 
waiian question comes to the front 
again in the senate during the present 
week, but under somewhat different 
circumstances from those which at­ 
tended its presentation at the beginning 
of the session. Tho purpose was then, 
as it is now, to secure the annexation of 
the islands to the United States, but the 
effort at that time was to secure this re­ 
sult by means of a treaty, whereas the 
present course is through the instru­ 
mentality of a joint resolution. 
There is no doubt that the annexa­ 
tionists have a majority in the senate if 
a vote can be reached. 
If a vote could 
bi' gotten now the result would be 
about 54 for annexation to 36 against in 
a full senate. Of these 54 senators 
there are, however, quite a number who 
are not zealous anil in whose minds all 
doubt as to the policy of the acquisi­ 
tion of outside territory has not been 
overcome. 
These senators as a rule 
are indisposed to rei 
n in session for 
any length of time during the hot sum­ 
mer mouths to consider Hawaiian an­ 
nexation. Most of the senators of this 
class are Republicans and there is pos­ 
sibly a sufficient number of them under 
normal circumstances to join with the 
Democrats to force an adjournment. 
They fiud 
themselves confronted, 
however, with the request of the ad­ 
ministration to remain and pass *the 
resolution as a war measure and some 
of them are disposed to sink their own 
preferences in obedience to the presi­ 
dential wish. 
The gossip as to the 
probability of a postponement until a 
fixed day in the next session increases 
and many persons are predicting that 
this will be the outcome of the contest. 
A test vote probably will be secnred 
today on the taking up of the resolu­ 
tion, as it will be necessary in order to 
get it up to displace other measures on 
the calendar.

I he scouts also say that Spanish sol- 
j diers are in almost as complete a state 
of panic as are the civilians, aud that 
they could easily be induced to sur­ 
render. 
Some of the prisoners taken 
by the marines also say that they be­ 
lieve tile Spanish toops are on the verge 
of surrender owing to the lack of food. 
Captain McCalla of the cruiser Mar­ 
blehead and Lieutenant Colonel Hunt­ 
ington, in command of the marines, are 
not so sure, however, of the reported 
Spanish rout. They received informa­ 
tion that a general attack by a force of 
3,500 Spanish soldiers and guerrillas on 
Camp McCalla is contemplated within a 
night or two. 
Every preparation was 
made last night for an expected assault. 
When the Associated Press dispatch 
boat Dandy arrived in Guantanamo 
harbor the hills about the marine camp 
were billiant under the shifting rays of 
the searchlights of the Marblehead, 
Dolphin and Scorpion aud the marines 
were lying in the rifle pits at the guns 
ready and anxious for battle, but the 
night passed without the tiring of a 
shot. The same watchful care was ex­ 
ercised today, as Captain McCalla is 
convinced that an attack is likely to oc­ 
cur at any moment. 
The Iowa joined the fleet here this 
morning, and later the admiral came 
over on the flagship to inspect the forti- 
cations and confer with Captain Mc­ 
Calla and Lieutenant Colonel Hunting­ 
ton. 
The coast in the vicinity of Guanta­ 
namo is dotted with the bright hued 
Cuban flag. Numerous camps of the 
insurgents which have been established 
along the beach between Santiago aud 
this place are used by the admiral as 
means of communication with the Cu­ 
bans in the interior. The aid which 
these men have given has proved highly 
valuable to the Americans. 
Another Ixxi.y of Ave Spaniards were 
captured yesterday by Ensign A. A. 
P ratt of the Marblehead while cruising 
in a steam launch. They were in a 
sloop. 
There was a brief bombardmant of a 
blockhouse up the bay by the batt leship 
Oregon yesterday and it is believed that 
during tho firing at least a score of 
Spaniards were killed. Scouting par­ 
ties report that the blockhouse was com­ 
pletely destroyed, but that they were 
unable to discover any bodies, the re­ 
mains of the soldiers who had been 
killed probably having been carried off 
by their comrades. 
Late this afternoon the flagship New 
Y’ork returned to the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The marines are growing very rest­ 
less owing to the delay in the arrival of 
the reinforcements of the troops, but it 
is generally believed here that the trans­ 
ports will reach Santiago not later than 
Monday.

Tho saffron 
flag of Spain w’as half-masted for sev­ 
eral hours. The significance of this is 
not known.

The flood

sulted in great damage to property 
along Tanyard run aud in the East End. 
When the city went to bed at mid­ 
night or thereabouts the sky was clear 
and there were no visible prospects of 
a storm, but within a few hours the 
water wTas falling at a great rate and 
the city and country were deluged. 
There were two separate storms, the 
second being responsible for the greater 
part of the damage. The electrical dis- 
plav was wonderful, and the booming of 
thunder awakened almost the entire 
city. Tanyard run almost immediately 
became a torrent, and tearing through 
the upper part of the city left devasta­ 
tion in its wake. The damage amounts 
to thousands of dollars. The alarm was 
quickly given, and parties whose prop­ 
erty was endangered soon 
reached 
the place in which they were interested, 
and within a few hours the work of 
cleaning was well under way. 
A walk through the upper part of 
town yesterday morning showed the 
awful force of the flood. The city has 
been doing some grading in Minerva 
street and the dirt was dumped at the 
upper end of that famous big bole near 
George Potter’s house. This formed a 
dam, and the gully above filled with 
water. 
After a time the dam broke, 
and the flood tore down toward the 
street. It carried so much earth and 
rocks 
as

The wall was torn away, and the flood 
entered the cellar, breaking the pipes at 
the furnace, knocking everything topsy­ 
turvy, and escaping into the ground. 
Meantime the main body of water, 
bearing paving bricks and other ma­ 
terial, was 
going 
down 
the run. 
Bradshaw 
avenue 
was 
a 
flood. 
At the Ravine bridge a big hole 
was made, and the foundation swept 
from the front of the building occupied 
by F. L. Potts. 
A portion of the re 
taining wall wTas thrown to the opposite 
bank of the stream, and then the flood 
caught the Burlingame, Williams and 
Morton cooper shops. A vast amount of 
raw material was swept down to the 
culvert, and blocking the entrance sent 
the water across the street where it 
found its way into the new end of 
the Knowles, Taylor & Knowles plant. 
There the damage was great. Breaking 
away a portion of the side of the build­ 
ing, it swept into the kiln shed, aud 
found the slip house, leaving a vast de­ 
posit of mud in its wake. 
No other damage of particular inter­ 
est was done between that point and 
Lincoln avenue. There a peculiar con­ 
dition existed. 
The water from the hills rushed down 
the avenue, filling it from curb to curb. 
By reason of the pipe recently laid the 
water got under the bricks and the 
street is badly damaged. At the Horn 
switch it joined what water came down 
the Calcutta road, and entered the 
store of Ryan Bros., doing almost $300 
damage. One side of the building was 
supported by air yesterday morning. A 
number of cellars in that vicinity were 
flooded, broken ware being piled up 
along the rails. 
West Market street added its flood at 
the Dresden, and there a great deal of 
damage was done. 
The flood came 
down the track 
several feet deep, 
and

The building almost toppled over, and 
the lower story, where is located the 
new continuous decorating kiln, was 
filled with water.

In effect it never is 
and cannot be. How many people care 
about poetry, let us say—feel it, are 
reached by it? And can one doubt that 
if a more loving and careful analysis of 
such of its products as appear today 
were undertaken by critics competent to 
convey to an indifferent public the 
perennial value of its ministrations, 
some of the unresponsiveness of the 
average reader woald disappear, and 
some perception of the eternal signifi­ 
cance of the poet’s message would ex­ 
tend to the classes now given over to 
nothing more tonic in the way of read­ 
ing than the daily newspaper? We say 
that one is born with the feeling for 
tho enjoyment of poetry and another is 
not. Not so. At least, to say this is not 
to say all.

The state board of charities has de­ 
cided that every care should be given 
the families of the soldiers who have 
gone to the front, and as a result will 
endeavor to bring to its aid the mayors 
of the towns and cities represented in 
the army. So many stories found their 
way to Columbus that Secretary J. P. 
Byers called a meeting of the board to 
consider the matter. 
There had been a plan previously 
evolved that was presented to the meet­ 
ing. It was along the line of a state 
organization of the chantable bodies for 
the relief of the soldiers’ families. That 
Is to say they have planned for a general 
advisory board that will co-operate with 
all of the oities in the state having 
soldiers at the front, through the mayor 
of the city. They will find out from 
him the condition of the families of the 
soldiers in that section, and then will 
either send relief there or see that their 
agents in that part of the state send 
them what is needed. They did this 
with the understanding that the reason 
why the people who are in want are not 
cared for is that their condition is not 
known. This belief was brought about 
by the state of affairs in Columbus and 
other cities. It was said by some of the 
gentlemen from Cincinnati that the 
people there in general did not know 
that many of their brave boys had gone 
to the front leaving their families with 
out even the necessaries of life, but as 
soon as they did find it out there was 
nothing too good for them and nothing 
the city could do that she did not do. 
The board as it stands now is com- 
,'sed of Governor Bushnell, Mr. Byers, 
v. 'i Tai Brinkerhoff, Mr. Abbott, Mr. 
Andrews. Mr. Black, Mr. Stearns and 
General Barnett, of Cleveland and Mr. 
Jones, of Toledo. They will start at 
once, tin 
gh the secretary of the meet­ 
ing. to correspond with the mayors of 
*the various municipalities of the state 
and find how their people are faring, 
* trying to get as thorough an investiga­ 
tion as possible. Then they will know 
bv what methods to proceed with the 
best success. 
It was stated in the meeting they 
would not attempt to do anything for 
the men at the front. They will be 
oared for by the general government and 
well oared for, but those whom they left 
behind must not be allowed to suffer. 
They will help the Red Cross society all 
they oan, but they will not go into that 
to any very great extent. For the pres­ 
ent the efforts of the committee will be 
to find the condition of the families of 
the soldiers in the city and then urge 
the people to do their duty by them.

In wartime 
the military surgeon has to face death 
under particularly trying circumstances.

He can’t enjoy the 
privilege of hitting back. 
It is a matter of regret that Dr. Gibbs 
should have been cut off at the very 
moment when a long felt desire was 
about to be realized.

ber in the Custer massacre. There were 
many regrets expressed by Gibbs’ friends 
recently. It is only about six weeks 
since he announced that he was off for 
the front.

With the understanding that the reason 
w hy the people who are in want are not 
cared for is that their condition is not 
known. 
This belief was brought about 
by the state of affairs in Columbus and 
other cities. 
It was said by some of the 
gentlemen from Cincinnati that the 
people there in general did not know 
that many of their brave boys had gone 
to the front leaving their families with­ 
out even the necessaries of life, but as 
soon as they did And it out there was 
nothing too good for them and nothing 
the city could do that she did not do. 
The board as it stands now is com­ 
b e d of Governor Bushnell, Mr. Byers, 
v. 
ral Brinkerhoff, Mr. Abbott, Mr. 
Andrews, Mr. Black, Mr. Stearns and 
General Barnett, of Cleveland and Mr. 
Jones, of Toledo. 
They will start at 
once, thv 
gh the secretary of the meet­ 
ing, to correspond with the mayors of 
'the various municipalities of the state 
and And how their people are faring, 
trying to get as thorough an investiga­ 
tion as possible. Then they will know 
bv what methods to proceed with the 
best success. 
It was stated in the meeting they 
would not attempt to do anything for 
the men at the front. 
They will be 
oared for by the general government and 
well cared for, but those whom they left 
behind must not be allowed to suffer. 
They will help the Red Cross society all 
they can, but they will not go into that 
to any very great extent. 
For the pres­ 
ent the efforts of the committee will be 
to And the condition of the families of 
the soldiers in the city and then urge 
the people to do their duty by them.

A B alloon Invented by H. M. K ennedy

Our unpleasantness with young Al­ 
fonso’s taxpayers has brought forth an­ 
other invention of a Yankee, and the 
war department may utilize it in the 
present war. It is a balloon constructed 
on thoroughly up to date lines, and its 
inventor, H. M. Kennedy, told of it at 
the Monongahela House in Pittsburg 
the other night. 
“ For three years,” he said, “ I have 
been working on the idea and have 
spent over $10,000 in perfecting my 
plans. A few weeks ago I completed ev­ 
erything, and the balloon was brought 
to the notice of the war department by 
ex-Congressman Simpson. 
It is con­ 
structed of the skin of four elephants, 
is 25 feet in height, 18 feet in diameter 
and 56 feet in circumference. 
The car 
is of aluminium, 15 by 15 feet, with 
sides 5 feet high. The sides can be fold­ 
ed at pleasure. 
The balloon is capable 
of carrying 3,000 pounds with ease, and 
I have no doubt but that 500 pounds ad­ 
ditional could be handled without risk. 
In inflating Hie balloen I propose to use 
a new gas called ‘selestid’ gas, w h i^ I 
believe to bo better than that ordinarily 
used. Tests have shown that the entire 
balloon is practicable, and that its struc­ 
ture is of the most durable quality.

Our unpleasantness with young Al­ 
fonso’s taxpayers has brought forth an­ 
other invention of a Yankee, and the 
war department may utilize it in the 
present war. It is a balloon constructed 
on thoroughly up to date lines, and its 
inventor, H. M. Kennedy, told of it at 
tho Monongahela House in Pittsburg 
the other night. 
* ‘For three years, ” he said, ‘‘I have 
been working on the idea and have 
spent over $10,000 in perfecting my 
plans. A few weeks ago I completed ev­ 
erything, and the balloon was brought 
to the notice of the war department by 
ex-Congressman Simpson. 
It is con­ 
structed of the skin of four elephants, 
is 25 feet in height, 18 feet in diameter 
and 66 feet in circumference. 
The car 
is of aluminium, 15 by 15 feet, with 
sides 5 feet high. The sides can be fold- 
cd at pleasure. 
The balloon is capable 
of carrying 3,000 pounds with ease, and 
I have no doubt but that 500 pounds ad­ 
ditional could be handled without risk. 
In inflating the balloen I propose to use , 
a new gas called ‘selestid gas, whiq^ I 
believe to be better than that ordinarily 
used. Tests have shown that the entire j 
balloon is practicable, and that its struc­ 
ture is of the most durable quality. 
The balloon 
has been forwarded to 
Washington, it is understood, where it 
will be tested in a short time by army 
experts.—Pittsburg rimes.

An important war council was held 
at the White House, attended by the 
secretary of war, secretary of the navy, 
General Miles and the war board, it 
was decided to hasten reinforcements 
to General Shafter and to call for 50,000 
more volunteers. 
The president adheres to his purpose 
to delay the invasion of Western Cuba 
for the investment of Havana until the 
rainy season is over. 
The next move of the administration 
may be the promulgation of a procla­ 
mation announcing that a provision*, 
government has been established in the 
Philippines. 
The sailing of the Cadiz squadron 
under Admiral Camara causes no ap­ 
prehension at Washington. 
The Marblehead, St. Paul, Suwanee 
and Dolphin again bombarded the forti­ 
fications at Caimanera. It is believed 
many Spaniards were killed in the en­ 
gagement. 
A hot brash between some Spanish 
troops and a reJb'inoiteriiig party in 
steam cutters occurred at Santiago. 
The New York’s cutter was hit several 
times, but no one was injured. The 
Texas and the Vixen scattered tne 
Spaniards. 
The Yankee arrived at Santiago, and 
reported that on Monday she had ex­ 
changed shots with a Spanish gunboat 
off Cienfuegos. 
It is said in Madrid that Captain Gen­ 
eral August! has resigned the military 
leadership at Manila. 
Advices from Honolulu, by way of 
Victoria, B. C«, say the first Philippine 
expedition sailed from that place on 
June 4, and according to calculation 
should be near Manila now. 
General Merritt has designated the 
commands to comprise the third expe­ 
dition to the Philippines. The work of 
oreparing the transports is being rushed, 
and the troops may sail the latter part 
of the week. 
New rifles have been received by the 
First and Sixteenth Pennsylvania regi­ 
ments at Chickamauga, and these, with 
other commands at the camp, are being 
rapidly put in shape for active service. 
Orders for a movement southward are 
expected in a few days. 
The navy department called for bids 
for three battleships, to be patterned 
after the Illinois. 
Reports from the Havana blockading 
squadron say that the men are growing 
tired of patrol duty. 
The week’s campaign in Eastern 
Cuba has resulted in the practical 
demolition of the outer fortifications of 
Santiago. 
The Cubans maintain a close cordon 
about Guantanamo. 
It is believed in Madrid that Camara’s 
fleet is on its way to the Philippines 
and that his sailing may delay the loss 
cf the Philippines. 
It is asserted at Gibraltar that six 
t r a ils Atlantic steamers, 
having on 
board 4,(JOO Spanish troops, accompany 
Admiral Camara’s fleet.

The scouts also say that Spanish sol­ 
diers are in almost as complete a state 
of panic as are the civilians, aud that 
they could easily be induced to sur­ 
render. 
Some of the prisoners taken 
by the marines also say that they be­ 
lieve the Spanish toops are on the verge 
of surrender owing to tho lack of food. 
C a p ta in McCalla of tho cruiser Mar­ 
blehead a n d Lieutenant Colonel H unt­ 
ington, in command of the marines, are 
not so sure, however, of the reported 
Spanish rout. 
They received informa­ 
tion that a general attack by a force of 
8,500 Spanish soldiers and guerrillas on 
Camp SloCalla is contemplated within a 
night or two. 
Every preparation was 
made last night for an expected assault. 
When the Associated Press dispatch 
boat Daudy arrived in Guantanamo 
harbor the hills atioiit the marine camp 
were billiant under the shifting rays of 
the searchlights of the Marblehead, 
Dolphin and Scorpion and the marines 
were lying in the rifle pits at the guns 
ready and anxious for battle, but the 
night passed without the tiring of a 
shot. The same watchful care was ex­ 
ercised today, as Captain MoCalia is 
convinced that an attack is likely to oc­ 
cur at any moment. 
The Iowa joined the fleet here this 
morning, and later the admiral came 
over on the flagship to inspect the forti- 
cations and confer with Captain Mc­ 
C a ll aud Lieutenant Colonel Hunting­ 
ton. 
The coast in the vicinity of Guauta- 
namo is dotted w ith the bright hued 
Cuban flag. 
Numerous camps of tho 
insurgents which have been established 
along the beach bel ween Santiago and 
this place are used by tile admiral as 
means of communication with the Cu­ 
bans in the interior. The aid which 
these men have given has proved highly 
valuable to the Americans. 
Another lindy of Ave Spaniards were 
captured yesterday by Ensign A. A. 
Pratt of the Marblehead while cruising 
in a steam launch. They were in a 
sloop. 
There was a brief bombardmant of a 
blockhouse up the bay by the battleship 
Oregon yesterday and it is believed that 
during the firing at least a score of 
Spaniards were killed. 
Scouting par- 
ties report that the blockhouse was com­ 
pletely destroyed, but that they were 
unable to discover any l>odies, the re­ 
mains of the soldiers who had been 
killed probably having been carried off 
by their comrades. 
Late this afternoon the flagship New 
Y ork returned to the fleet off Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The marines are growing very rest­ 
less owing to the delay in the arrival of 
the reinforcements of the troops, but it 
is generally believed here that the trans­ 
ports will reach Santiago not later than 
Monday.

Within a few weeks there will be 
action enough around the island of 
Puerto Rico to awaken interest about a 
piece of property belonging to Spain 
which will shortly be invaded by Unit­ 
ed States troops. 
Puerto Rico is a fair sized island. 
If 
you were to cut off a slice of Ohio in 
width equal to tho distance from Cin­ 
cinnati to Dayton and in length reach­ 
ing to Portsmouth, you would have 
about the same territory. It has a popu­ 
lation 
approximating 
900,000, one- 
third of which are negroes. There are 
470 miles of telegraph and 137 railes of 
railway, besides 170 miles under con­ 
struction. 
According to a report by 
United States Consul Stewart of San 
Juan, printed in “ Highways of Com­ 
merce,’’ there are about 150 miles of 
good road on tho island. 
Elsewhere 
transportation is effected on horseback. 
The British report above referred to 
says that tho telephone systems of San 
Juan, Ponce and Mayaguez have recent­ 
ly been contracted for by local syndi­ 
cates. In Ponce a United States com­ 
pany obtained the contract for the ma­ 
terial. There are IOO stations already 
connected, and it is expected that 200 
more will bo in operation shortly. 
There have been recent harbor improve­ 
ments iii San Juan. 
San Juan is a perfect specimen of a 
walled city, with portcullis, moat, gates 
and battlements. 
Built over 250 years 
ago, it is still in good condition and re­ 
pair. 
The walls are picturesque and 
represent a stupendous work and cost in 
themselves. Inside the walls the city is 
laid off in regular squares, six parallel 
streets running in the direction of the 
length of the island and seven at right 
angles. The houses are closely aud com- j 
partly built of brick, usually of two 
stories, stuccoed ou the outside and 
painted in a variety of colors. The up- I 
per floors are occupied by the more re­ 
spectable people, 
while the ground 
floors, almost without exception, are 
given up to negroes and the poorer class, 
who crowd one upon another in the 
most appalling maimer. The population 
within the wall:* is estimated at 20,000, ! 
and most of it lives on the ground floor. 
In one small room, with a flimsy parti- 
tion, a whole family will reside. 
The 
ground floor of the whole town reeks 
with filth and conditions are most un­ 
sanitary. 
In a tropical country, where 
discase readily prevails, the conse­ 
quences of such herding may be easily 
inferred. 
There is no running water in the 
town. 
The entire population depends 
upon rainwater, caught upon the flat 
roofs of the buildings and conducted to 
the cistern, which occupies the greater | 
part of tho inner courtyard that is an 
essential part of Spanish houses the 
world over, but that here, on account of 
tho crowded conditions, is very small. 
There is no sewerage, except for surface 
.rater and sinks, while vaults are in ov- I 
ery house and occupy whatever remain- I 
ing space there may be in the patios not 
taken up by the cisterns. 
The risk of 
contaminating the water is very great, 
and in dry seasons the supply is entirely 
exhausted. Epidemics are frequent, and 
the town is alive with vermin, fleas, 
cockroaches, mosquitoes and dogs. The 
streets are wider than in the older part 
of Havana aud will admit two car­ 
riages abreast. 
The sidewalks are nar­ 
row and in places will accommodate 
but one person. The pavements are of a 
composition manufactured in England 
from slag, pleasant and even and dura­ 
ble when no heavy strain is brought to 
bear upon them, but easily broken and 
unfit for heavy truffle. 
The streets are 
swept once a day by hand, and, strange 
to say, are kept very clean. 
From its topographical situation the 
town should be healthy, but it is not. 
The soil under the city is clay mixed 
with lime, so hard as to be almost like 
rock. It is consequently impervious to 
water and furnishes a good natural 
drainage. Tho trade wind blows strong 
and fresh, and through the harbor runs 
a stream of sea water at a epePi of not 
less than three miles an hour. 
With 
these conditions no contagious ’.(teases, 
if properly taken care of, could exist;; 
wither t them the place would be a ver­ 
itable plague spot. 
On the south coast of the island of 
Puerto Rico, on a beautiful plain, about 
two mili*8 from the seaboard, is the city 
of Ponce. It is said this has be*'n select­ 
ed by our government as the point of 
invasion. It is regularly built, the cen­ 
tral part almost exclusively of brick j 
houses and the suburbs of wood. It is 
the residence of the military commander j 
and the scat of aa official chamber of 
commerce. There is an appellate crimi- I 
ual court, besides other courts; two 
churches—one Protestant, said to bo the 
only one in the Spanish West Indios; 
Iwo hospitals besides tho military hos­ 
pitals, u home of refuge for tho cid and 
poor, a perfectly equipped tiro depart­ 
ment, a bank, a theater, throe first class 


hotels and gas works. The city Has an 
ice machine, and there are 115 vehicles 
for public conveyance. The inhabitants, 
who number 15,000, are principally oc­ 
cupied in mercantile pursuits, but car­ 
penters, 
bricklayers, joiners, tailors, 
shoemakers and barbers find good em­ 
ployment. 
Mayagu8Z, the third city in impor­ 
tance of the island, is situated in the 
West part, facing what is generally 
known as the Mona channel. Of in­ 
dustries there is little to be said, except 
that there are three manufactories of 
chocolate, which is for local consump­ 
tion. Sugar, coffee, oranges, pineapples 
and cocoanuts are exported largely—all, 
except coffee, principally to tile United 
States. Of sugar the rn asea Vado goes to 
the United States and the centrifugal to 
• Spain. Mayaguez is the second port for 
coffee, the average annual export being 
1 170,000 hundredweight. 
The quality 
is of the best, ranging in price with 
Java and other first rate brands. 
The 
lower grades are sent to Cuba. 
About 
j 50,000 bags of flour are imported into 
, this port every year from the United 
States, out of the 180,000 bags that arc 
consumed in the whole island. The pop­ 
ulation is nearly 20,000, the majority 
white. 
The climate is excellent, the 
temperature never exceeding OO degrees 
F. 
The city is connected by tram with 
the neighboring town of Aguadilla, and 
a railroad is being constructed to Lares, 


I one of the large interior towns. 
| 
The town of Arecibo, with 6,000 to 
7,000 inhabitants, is situated on the 
north coast of Puerto Rico, facing the 
Atlantic ocean, and some 50 miles dis- 
i taut by rail from San Juan. It is simi­ 
lar to all Spanish towns, with a plaza 
surrounded by the church and other 
public buildings in the center, aud 
streets running from it in right angles 
forming regular squares. The buildings 
are constructed of wood and brick. The 
I harbor is poor, being nothing more 
than an open roadstead exposed to the 
full force of the ocean, in which ves­ 
sels during northerly winds can hardly 
lie in safety. 
Aguadilla, which is the principal 
town and the port of Aguadilla district, 
in the northwestern portion of the is­ 
land, has 5,000 inhabitants. Industries 
in the vicinity consist of the cultivation 
of sugar cane, coffee, tobacco and cocoa- 
nuts and the distillation of rum from 
molasses. 
In the town arr three estab­ 
lishments for preparing coffee for ex­ 
portation. 
Tho climate is hot, but 
healthy. There is hardly ever yellow 
fever. Other small towns are Fajardo, 
Naguabo and Arravo, all seaports, with 
fair harbors. 
Fajardo has 9,000 inhab­ 
itants, but the others are villages with 
less than 2,000 population. 
There 'is another of Spain’s island 
possessions near Puerto Rico which will 
come to us with the conquest of Puerto 
Rico. It is the island of Vieque, situ­ 
ated 13 miles east of Puerto Rico. It is 
21 miles long and 6 miles wide. Its 
land is very fertile and adapted to the 
cultivation of almost all the fruits aud 
vegetables that grow in the West In­ 
dies. Cattle are raised and sugar culti­ 
vated. It has a population of some 
6,000. 
The town Isabel Segunda is ou 
tho north, and the port is unsafe in 
times of northerly wind, like all the 
anchorages on that side. The few ports 
on the south are better, the best being 
Punta Arenas. Not long ago there were 
two importing and exporting houses on 
the island of Vieque, but on account of 
tho long period of drought and the high 
duties on foreign imported goods trade 
has decreased to local consumption only. 
All supplies are brought from San Juan, 
the majority being of American origin. 
The climate is flue and may be consid­ 
ered healthy. There have never been 
any contagious 
diseases.—Cincinnati

A letter from Manilla says that the 
Spaniards "were so sure of whipping the 
Americans that thoy had prepared a 
prison for them. It was the infamous 
“ Black Hole” of Manilla, where so 
many insurgents were smothered to 
death last year. The letter adds: 
“ Telegrams were found at Cavite 
from the general in command at Cor- 
regidor saying he was all ready for us 
with guns and mines, and a telegram 
sent to the Spanish authorities in Mad­ 
rid said we had been reported off Boli­ 
nas, and that all was ready for us. Had 
we fallen into the hands of the Spanish 
they certainly would have made it os 
unhealthy for us as possible, and you 
may rest assured that those who would 
have been placed in this prison wduld 
never have seeu America again.” 
Further the letter says: “ Speaking 
of Corregidur reminds me that it was a 
very lucky thing for our fleet that we 
passed in in the night, for its big guns 
were arranged for a plunging fire that 
would have wiped us out of existence. 
We could not have elevated our guns so 
as to bring th* rn to bear on the Corregi- 
dor fort i ti cit ti ans and would therefore 
have been com] letely at the mercy of 
the enemy. ”—New York Sun.

The flood 
of Sunday morning re­ 
sulted in great damage to property 
along Tanyard run and in the East End. 
When the city went to bed at m id­ 
night or thereabouts the sky was clear 
and there were no visible prospects of 
a storm, but within a few hours the 
water was falling at a great rate and 
the ci*y and country were deluged. 
There were two separate storms, the 
second being responsible for the greater 
part of the damage. 
The electrical dis­ 
play was wonderful, and the booming of 
thunder awakened almost the entire 
city. 
Tanyard run almost immediately 
became a torrent, and tearing through 
the upper part of the city left devasta­ 
tion in its wake. 
The damage amounts 
to thousands of dollars. 
The alarm was 
quickly given, and parties whose prop­ 
erty was endangered soon 
reached 
the place in which they were interested, 
and within a few hours the work of 
cleaning was well under way. 
A walk through the upper part of 
town yesterday morning showed the 
awful force of the flood. 
The city has 
been doing some grading in Minerva 
street and the dirt was dumped at the 
upper end of that famous big hole near 
George Potter’s house. 
This formed a 
clam, and the gully above filled w ith 
water. 
After a time the dam broke, 
aud the flood tore down toward the 
street. 
It carried so much earth and 
rocks 
as 
to 
fill 
almost the 
big 
hole, aud two big logs coming down 
with 
force 
struck 
the 
protection 
at 
Potter’s 
house. 
That 
opened 
a way for the Hood, and it forced a way 
under the paving, ripping out the side­ 
walk, and creating havoc in the street. 
The water undermined the roadway, 
aud traveled for almost IOO feet. 
Then 
it burst to the surface, causing a great 
hole, and while a portion went straight 
to the run at the foot of the street, mov­ 
ing the 
abutment, 
the remainder 
attacked 
the 
rear 
wall 
of 
the 
house 
occupied 
by 
Frank 
Allen. 
The wall was torn away, and the flood 
entered the cellar, breaking the pipes at 
the furnace, knocking everything topsy­ 
turvy, and escaping into the ground. 
Meantime the main body of water, 
bearing paving bricks and other m a­ 
terial, was 
going 
down 
the run. 
Bradshaw 
avenue 
was 
a 
flood. 
At the Raviue bridge a 
big hole 
was made, aud the foundation swept 
from the front of the building occupied 
by F. L. Potts. 
A portion of the re­ 
taining wall was thrown to the opposite 
bank of the stream, and then the flood 
caught the Burlingame, Williams and 
Morton cooper shops. 
A vast amount of 
raw material was swept down to the 
culvert, aud blocking the entrance sent 
the water across the street where it 
found its way into the new end of 
the Knowles, Taylor <fe Knowles plant. 
There the damage w7as great. Breaking 
away a portion of the side of the build­ 
ing, it swept into the kiln shed, and 
I found the slip house, leaving a vast de- 
i posit of mud in its wake. 
No other damage of particular inter­ 
est was doue between that point aud 
; Lincoln avenue. 
There a peculiar cou- 
! lilt ion existed. 
The water from the hills rushed dow n 
the avenue, filling it from ourb to curb. 
By reason of the pipe recently laid the 
water got under the bricks and the 
street is badly damaged. 
At the Horn 
switch it joined what water came down 
the Oalcntta road, 
and entered the 
store of Ryan Bros., doing a1 most $800 
damage. Oue side of the building w as 
supported by ait yesterday morning. 
A 
number of cellars in that vicinity were 
flooded, broken ware being piled up 
I along the rails. 
\\ est Market street added its flood at 
the Dresden, and there a great deal of 
damage was doue. 
The flood came 
down the track 
several feet deep, 
aud 
attacking 
the uew7 decorating 
shop 
took 
aw7ay 
the 
foundation. 
The building almost toppled over, and 
the low’er story, where is located the 
uew continuous decorating kilu, was 
tilled with water. 
All the fill covering 
the big sewer was washed away aud the 
railroad embankment 
was attacked. 


Deposits of broken ware and stones on 
the track show the height of the flood, 
while the houses in the gulley were 
half filled with water. 
The people were 
driven out, and the lower floors were 
covered with mud. 
The ice plant was the next place to 
catch it. 
By this time the flood had 
gathered aw'ful force and a vast amount 
of debris, and much of it wras left at the 
plant. 
When the water had passed, in ­ 
vestigation showed the yard and stables 
to be filled with mud. 
It was in some 
places 
two 
feet 
deep, 
while the 
horses stood in water in the stables. The 
houses below also suffered, the marks on 
the outside showing eight feet to be the 
probable point there. 
Mr. Buckley was 
compelled to flee to the upper story, and 
was taken out after the w ater had sub­ 
sided. 
A large amount of debris blocked 
the culvert, but the water did not go 
over the road. 
Below Franklin avenue the railroad 
suffered again, and some mud was left 
in the kilnshed at the West End pottery. 
Then it swept over the land of John M. 
Aten,damaging his gardens to the extent 
of hundreds of dollars. 
It eventually 
found its way into the river. 
East End did not escape. Lake’s m n, 
coming out of the hills at the upper 
part of town, carried 
an enormous 
amount of water. 
The residence of 
John Spence, in Pennsylvania avenue, 
stood a few7 feet west of the run, and 
when the culvert became clogged the 
water formed a pool and the house 
floated and turning around struck the 
house occupied by Rev. S. B. Salmon. 
A big hole was torn in the foundation of 
the first named 
house. 
Spence lost 
everything, including his clothing. His 
loss will amount to $500. 
The flood 
from there went down through the 
town, tearing away fences, flooding 
houses and destroying gardens. 
The 
Mulberry street culvert was damaged. 
All the hill streets were washed clean. 
At 
the 
end of Fourth 
street 
a 
large amount of debris covered the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg track, aud the 
early train east w as held there seven 
hours. 
Another slide near the Laughlin 
pottery was cleaned away before noon. 
The street railway escaped with com­ 
paratively little damage. 
Tons of dirt 
came down the Lisbon road, and blocked 
the track. 
The w7ires were also dowm. 
Several small slides between the bridge 
aud Walker caused some trouble. 
Cars 
were making through trips at 2 :30 yes­ 
terday afternoon.

News of the flood took hundreds of 
people to the territory along Tanyard 
ran yesterday morning, and as the story 
of damage spread the crowds grew 
larger.

The principal damage was the accumu­ 
lated mud and that was removed as 
rapidly as possible. 
The railroad companies wrere far too 
busy looking after the main line yester­ 
day to think of the Horn switch, for 
the river division, between Yellow Creek 
aud Steubenville, suffered not a little* 
not to speak of trouble in this city. 
At the Dresden pottery carpenters 
were at work repairing the decorating

A R TIS T AND CRITIC. 


The F o r m e r Owe* a D eb t to th e Latter, 
A lth o u g h S eld om A cknow ledg'd. 
The debt which the artist owes the 
critic is not a small oue, unr is it any 
the less actual for being commonly lost 
sight of. 
It is a current belief taal the 
publio is educated by the mere existence 
of the good work of art, and not by the 
elucidation of its commentators. 
Edu­ 
cation by absorption is perhaps tho most 
deep going and farreaching form of edu­ 
cation, but it has never been found 
practicable to rely upon ti solely in 
other branches of mental acquisition. 
Then why believe that it can be relied 
upon solely for the proper development 
of the art sense? In effect it never is 
and cannot be. 
How many people care 
about poetry, let us say—feel it, are 
reached by it? Aud can one doubt that 
if a more loving and careful analysis of 
such of its products as appear today 
were undertaken by critics compcteut to 
convey to an indifferent public the 
perennial value of its ministrations, 
some of the unresponsiveness of the 
average reader would disappear, and 
some perception of the eternal signifi­ 
cance of the poet’s message would ex­ 
tend to the classes now given over to 
nothing more tonic in the wuy of read­ 
ing than tho daily newspaper? We say 
that oue is born with tho feeling for 
the enjoyment of poetry aud another is 
not. Not so. At least, to say this is uot 
to say all. 
The feeling for the highest 
aesthetic enjoyment anil appreciation is 
cultivable, and cultivable as is any oth­ 
er faculty, by studying the m aterial to 
be enjoyed, by reverently conning its 
constituent parts. 
In short, a vague, 
dreamy delight in tho presence of some 
beautiful work of the artistic spirit is 
not enough. It is not enough for intel­ 
ligence, it is uov enough esp e c ia lly to 
produce tho 
atmosphere of 
interest 
which stim ulates the painter, ho musi­ 
cian, the writer, ti sustained effort and 
keeps him true to the pitch. 
We love 
best what we know best. 
To rest in 
loving without knowing is often tho 
merest sentim entality—a sentimental! 
ty toward which our Germanic forefa­ 
thers had alwuys a leaning, while it 
was especially antagonistic to the Im u

Buzacots, for the bene­ 
fit of the reader, are small sheet iron 
bakers, and can be used for roasting and 
baking.
